HE ren) design behind 

Kussia’s offer to become 
asrocinted’ with the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisn- 
tlon opens up a wide field 
of. -npeculation, yet the 
propbsal can be regarded 
a8 o not flogical sequel to 
the Berlin Big Four  con- 
ference. At Berlin, Mr 
Eden's plan for ensuring 
the security of Europe, 
Including that of Soviet 
Russia, wos rejected by 
Mr Molotov because of-the 
existence of NATO, while 
the Big Three had no alter- 
native but totum down 
the Soviet. all - Europe 
collective security scheme 
because it expressly for- 
bade its signatories from 
being associated, with gny 
other alliance considered 
inimical to the interests 
and purposes of the pro- 
posed Russian pact, e.g., the 
North Atlantic Treaty Or 
ganisntion, In effect, there- 
fore, Soviet Russia has 
come along with what it 
considers to be a quid. pro 
quo compromise—Russian 
association with NATO jn 
return for the Big Three's 
participation in an all- 
Europe collective security 
agreement, It is a curiows- 
ly naive proposition to 
emerge from such a fertile 
dnd subtle mind as Mr 
Molotov'’s, and that is why 
ita real meaning is not 
readily discernible. 


Lr does, of course, provide 

* some first-class propaganda 

. material for the Commun- 

. ists whose, countries are 
members of NATO, and it 
may make an impression 
on the minds of those. 
Frenchmen, Italiana and 
West Germans who are 
wavering in their convic- 
tions as to the benefits to 
bo derived from tho 
European Defence Com- 
munity pact. Yet it re- 
quires little imagination to 
appreciate the incongruous- 
ness of the Russian pro- 
posnl. NATO ia {tself o 
collective security alliance 
which owes its creation 
solely to the aggressive 
expansion of Soviet Russia 
in Enatern and Central 
Europe during the last 
cight years, and Mr Molotov 
would be the Jast man 
‘seriously to suggest that 
Russia considers an all- 
Europe collective security 
pact to be complementary 
to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation, NATO, 
EDC and anything else 
contributing to the solidari- 
ty bf the West, economical- 
Jy, militarily, or spiritually, 
is anathema to Russia 
becauso it fa the one factor 
which stands in the way of 
* militant Communism over- 
running the free countries 
of Europe. 


HE Intest Soviet overtures

The motion, put forward by the official 
Labour Party leaders, was quickly accepted by a 
private meeting of the 292-member Labour Opposi- 


tion. 


It was hailed as a triumph for Mr Clement 


Attlee, the Party chief, who is reported to have 


drafted it personally. 


Mr Attlee and his principal lieutenants sought to 
provide a resolution that would win wide approval 
from the House of Commons and avert embarrassment 


to the G

Tho labour motion sald it 
Tecognised that the hydrogen 
bomb with Its immense range 
and power as disclosed by 
recent experiments constituted 
“a grave threat to civilisation.” 

Any recourse to war might 
lead its use. 


The party therefore asked 
Parliament to “welcome an 
Iamediate initiatlva by the 
British Government” to bring 
about a top-level mecting of 
Britain, tho United Statea and 
Russia “to consider anew the 
problem of the reduction and 
“ontrol of armaments,” 


Such a meeting, it sald, could 
try to devise positive policies 
and means for removing from 
the peoples of the world the 
fear which now oppresses them, 
and for the strengthening of 
colicctlve peace through the 
United Nations Organisation." 

The official leaders met ahead 


at the mecting of the full party |.

shape. Mr Attlee will open 
Monday’s debate on it. Sir 
Winston Churchill will follow 
with a_speech in which he will 
state Government policy. :

Korea’s Misgivings 


Washington, Apr. 1. 

The Korean Ambassador 
to America, Mr Y. C. Yang, 
today declared that South 
Koren had serious ‘mis- 
givings” about the forth- 
coming Geneva conference 
on the Far East and fears 
that the Communists would 
use the occasion to make 
propaganda to confuse the 
Allies, 

Speaking at a luncheon at 
the National Press Club, Mr 
Yang asked, “What did we fight 
for when the Big Four agrees 
on the point of asking both 
aggressors—Russia nnd China— 
to have a seat ot the table at 
Geneva?” 

The South Korean Govern- 
ment has not yet officially ac- 
eepted ‘the American invitation 
to the Geneva conference but 
is expected to do so. 

Mr Yang said, “Korea now 
ilies stark and barren before 
you, not because of an act of 
God or providence, like an 
earthquake, but because of an 
act of a little group of wicked 
men in the Kremlin in Moscow.

meter of 28 miles or on arca of 
600 square miles, and parttal 
damage over a diameter of 32 
miles or an area of 800 square 
miles,

the spot where Paramount recently shot “Elephant Walk.” The alr strip, ROWE 
was about the only convenience that turned up. 


The RAF co-operated by as- 
signing actual personne! to the 
location, plus three mosquito 
bombers complete with junglo 
camouflnge. Within days of the 
arrival of the equipment, how- 
ever, a belnted tropical down-

It turned out to be so good, 
in fact, that when it was no 
longer neede@ and the. RAF 
trled to dynamite It, Its head 
survived. Which should make a 
perfect puzzle for future 
archacological expeditions!

Bombay, Mar. 31. 
is raging in India today over the future 
role of the English language in the country. 
nglish state “English is ours: it is not a foreigt 
language,” its opponents declare that the “craze for the continuance of 
English is a slavish mentality left behind by aliert rulers.”

Statehood Fer Hawaii

The. Senate today approved legislation to 


grant Hawaii and 
was 57-28. 


Alaska statehood. The vote 


The approval came after statehood supporters 
defeated. a series of proposals designed to with- 
hold full statehood status or further delay. the 
issue which has been before Congress for 50 years. 


The combined bill now go¢s 
to the House where Its future 
{s uncertain. The House hap 
passed a Hawail statehood bill 
only. Its Alaska statehood bill 
has been stalled in the House 
Rules Committee. 


A floor controversy is expect- 
ed over efforts to send the com- 
bined bill - to a Senate-House 
Conference pais phe 
prospect of 3 a serious 
thneat to statehood for either 


territory. 

Tho admission of Alaska and 
Hawall to statchood would 
mean’ the Hirst change in ‘the 
present 48-state organisation 
since. 1912, when Arizona was 
admitted to the Union.” . 

In addition, it would bring 
the first non-contiguous areas 
into the union of states. Hawail 
ia more than 2,000 miles away 
from the continental Unit 
States, while there is more than 
300 miles between tho northern- 
most. part of the’ US ‘and tho 
most southerly regions of 
Alaska, 

Both territories long .have 
wanted statchood—even though 
Hawall once was an indepen- 
dent kingdom, They have felt 
that thelr present status leaves 
them in Inferior position, since 
they are represented in the US 
Congress only by non-voting 
delegates, 

If they are admitted to state- 
hood, cach will be represented 
‘by two Stnators, and Alaska will 
have one representative In the 
House, Hawaii will have at 
Teast two. id
